Delivered by the Mayor, Hon. Fremont D. Bart- 
lett, March 29, 1909. 


Gentlemen of the City Council : 


In accordance to the law and custom of our system of govern- 
ment, we have assembled here this morning to take the oath pre- 
scribed by the statutes of this state, and to organize a new manage- 
ment to conduct the municipal affairs of the city of Berlin before 
entering upon the discharge of our duties for the ensuing year, 

For the second time, it becomes my duty to be with youon this 
occasion, and to take a part inthe way of delivering what is termed 
an inaugural address, and I must say that it is with some feeling 
of pride that Ido this. The magnificent personal endorsement of 
my friends, tax payers and business men of this city which makes 
this possible, is very pleasing and gratifying to me, and having 
at their hands such an expression of trust and confidence for the 
second time, makes my duty plain and by a renewed effort to con- 
duct the affairs of my high office to the best of my ability in behalf 
of all our people, and for the best interest of our city, is the way I 
shall hope to express my appreciation. 

Having had one year’s experience in connection with our city gov- 
ernment with seven of the gentlemen of this present city council, 
and knowing their ability and great desire to please the people, 
and to do things right and properin an honest and open handed 
way, that they realize the duties which are before them will de- 
mand the exercise of much care and thoughtful attention, that they 
realize the responsibilities they assumed when they accepted the 
-honor of becoming the servants or delegates of the people to re- 
present and look after their interests in connection of carrying on 
the business of the city, and having a personal acquaintance with 
the new members of the council, I feel confident in promising the 
citizens of Berlin that there will be a united effort to make this 
year’s administration a success and an improvement over last 
year’s. 

To the new members of the city council, I extend a hearty wel- 
come and would suggest that you read carefully the several depart - 
ment reports, as much information can be gained thereby which 
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will enable you to help fix the amount of appropriations to be made 
necessary to meet the running expenses of the several departments; 

also you should read the city charter, municipal regulations and 
ordinances which will help qualify you to become activeand value 
able members of our city government. 


Finance. 


As the financial condition of our city should be of interest to 
all her citizens, I wish to submit the following facts :

Total liabilities $322,361.90 less resources $76,628.39 less accum- 
ulated sinking fund $85,205.44 leaves the net city debt February 
15th, 1909, $160,528.07 which is $6,449.41 less than one year ago. 
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In connection with this, I wish to call your attention to the in- 
ventory of our city property: RealEstate, $177,703.46; Personal 
Property, $39,084.59; Sewer System, $91,073.24 which makes a total 
valuation of city property $307,861.30 or $147,333.23 more than our 
debt. You can deduct the value of the sewer system, and then the 
value of your real estate and personal property will exceed your 
city debt $56,259.98. 

The total assessed valuation of property for the year 1908 at the 
present valuation amounts to $5,270,733.00. Five per cent of that 
amount which would be our debt limit is $263,526.65. Deducting 
our debt from that amount, and we havea balance of $103,008.58. 

You will see by these figures that the city isin a condition to 
borrow on its bonds or notes the sum of $103,008.58 in addition to 
its present debt. This does not indicate that we must borrow that 
amount, but it shows that our city is ina good healthy, financial 
condition, and that wecan meet most any ordinary emergency and 
demands thatcannot be denied, without over burdening our tax 
payers. 

We expended during the past year $3,291.50 more than our ap- 
propriations and receipts. This was brought about through the 
settlement of the McNally case, excess of state tax, and school fire 
escapes which were unforseen expenses that we had no appropria- 
tions for, but had topay. Ifit had not been for this, we should 
have expended $91.64 less than our receipts, and paid $9,740.91 on 
the city debt. 

You can see by these figures gentlemen, that unless something 
unusual comes before us with similar appropriations as last year, 
we should reduce the debt this year at least ten thousand dollars. 


Overdrafts. 


There seems to have grown up a custom in the management of 
city affairs which I[ believe should be out grown, that is the excess 
of expenditures over appropriations by the several departments. 
Each appropriaiion having been carefully considered by the Fin- 
ance Committee before being recommended, and then carefully 
considered by the council before adopted, should be considered 
‘final by the committees having charge of the different departments, 
and ifit isat any time absolutely necessary to overdraw any of 
‘these appropriations, it should be done by the full knowledge and 
authority of the city council. 

Let usall interest ourselves trying to keep inside of the appro- 
priations this year, and in order to bring this about, it must be dis- 
tinctly understood by the committee on accounts and claims that

when an appropriation is exhausted, the payment of bills must stop: 
until some further provisions are made. 


Streets and Sidewalks. 


Itis an acknowledged fact that great improvement has been 
made in the management of this department of our city govern- 
ment during the last year, and the tax payers have realized value 
received for the money appropriated and laid out on our streets 
and sidewalks. Some over a mile of tar concrete sidewalk with 
curbing has been made and a number of yards repaved. Several 
of our side streets have been put into the best of condition, and in 
such a manner that they will not have to be made over after every 
rain storm, 

I would recommend that $15,000.00 be appropriated for these de- 
departments and that all new work and repairs be carried along on 
the same line of permanency and business principles. 

In addition to the above, I would like to see $2,000.00 raised for 
a state road, and starting at the Milan line, build as far this year 
as the money would go. Continuing this for a few years, weshould 
have a street the whole length of our city, that would be enjoyed 
and appreciated by all of our citizens. As several hundred dollars. 
ought to be laid out for repairs on the Milan road this year, why 
not add a few more, and make a permanent roadas far as we go, 
that would be satisfactory to our citizens at all times ofthe year. 
I wish there was some way to get the expression of the tax payers. 
before we make our appropriations to see if a move of this kind 
would meet with their approval. 


Sewer Department. 


Under the competent management of our sewer commissioner, a 
great amount of good work has been accomplished in this depart- 
ment during the past year, and if the same can be followed up for 
the next four years, we will have as complete a sewersystem as 
any city in New England, and all the appropriations that will then 
be necessary will be about $800.00 a year for maintenance. 

There has been laid this year, 580 feet of 18 inch sewer pipe, 8812 
feet of 10 inch, 1436 feet of 8 inch, 2314 feet of 6 inch making a total 
of 5210 feet or 70 feet less than one mile, Eighty-three house con- 
nections have been made and 1181 feet of surface drain pipe laid. 

I would recommend that we follow up the good work and appro- 
priate at least $8,000.00 for this department for another year, as 
there are several demands and much need for more sewers, 

Money properly expended in this department of our city is well 
invested, as a general benefit is derived from the same. 
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Library. 


Our model public library together with its good) management, 
books and patronage certainly speaks well tor the people of Berlin, 
and much surprising and entertaining information can be obtained: 
by reading the librarian’s report. 

I think there is no question but what we ought to appropriate the. 
$400.00 asked for by the trustees to furnish the basement for the> 
children’s room, but should say the $2,000.00 asked for by theilbra- - 
rian was too much. It seems to me that the $1,700.00 which is be-- 
ing regularly appropriated should be su’ficient for proper main-- 
tenance. ) 

I would recommend that the chairman of the fire department: 
committee carefully investigate the advisability of combining the: 
janitor work of the library building with that of the firestation. If 
this can be done by a saving of expense, it surely will be a move in: 
the right direction and should be brought about. 


Poor Department. 


This department of our city government was handled. toa dis- 
advantage for the first six months of the year 6n account of the ab- 
sence of the overseer, and up tothe time he resigned, the work 
was looked after by the city clerk, who owing to his own work, 
could not give it the proper time it required. 

Mr. A. B. Forbush was elected September Ist, 1908 to fill the un- 
expired term, and his many years of experience in this line of work 
enabled him to bring matters around where they belonged in a 
short order of time, much to his credit, and toa financial advantage 
to the city of Berlin, and at the present time, our city charges are 
in a comfortable condition. 

I would recommend that a sufficient amount of money be raised 
for this department to enable us to properly look after our unfort- 
unate poor. 


Fire Department. 


The good work of the fre department this year speaks for itself. 
There has been sixty-five alarms tothe department, and thirty 
fires, and the total value of property destroyed by fire during the 
year $12,736.23; total insurance paid $11,579.35; total loss $1,156.88. 
* Careful consideration was given to this department by our city 
government at the beginning of the vear, and several changes 
made in accordance to suggestions by the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters. 
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The chief and assistant chief have been made permanent men at 
the station, and we have also been obliged to keep an additional 
pair of horses there at all times. An indicator has been installed 
at Hose House No. 3, and several other minor changes made. 

The department today is thoroughly efficient, and the equipment 
in the best of condition, and we are pleased to say. that a 25 per 
cent. discount has been made in the insurance rates. 


Public Schools. 


‘This should be an interesting subject to everyone when we stop 
‘to consider, that our schools are where the boys and girls of our 
‘country are being trained and fitted for future usefulness and effi- 
‘ciency to enable them to continue the business of this country along 
‘the same line of progression that has been followed for the past fif- 
‘ty years. We must admit that an education such as was received 
then or even twenty-five years ago, would not be a practical edu- 
‘cation of today. It is afact that our schools have attained a re- 
-markable high stanlard, and that we have taken the lead in adopt- 
‘inga method and system of educating our children that is creating 
-a great deal of interest, not only in our own state, but in many oth- 
-ers, so much so that superintendents of schools visit our city and 
write the Board of Education for the purpose of obtaining informa- 
‘tion that will enable them to introduce similar work in their own 
-schools. 

Great attention has been given by our school boards, superin- 
‘tendent and principals to bring this about, and it must be a satis- 
faction to them, and should be to all of our citizens to know that 
the schools of Berlin today are being recognized all over New 
England as a modern school by abandoning the nineteenth century 
ideas, and installing a system of education which promises to be to” 
‘the great advantage of the present and coming generations; and 
-more in line to meet the needs of advancing civilization. 

The appropriations for our schools to some of our citizens seem 
‘large, but you should remember that not longer than three years 
:ago our High school scholars were crowded into the rooms over 
-our Central Fire Station, that our Grammar teachers were hold- 
ting schools in halls and basements, and comparing the condition of 
-our schools then with today, you can readily see that the money 
has been used to a good advantage, and the results brought about 
should be pleasing and satisfactory to all of the tax payers. 

I notice that the schools were run this year at a saving of $796.94 
-over last year, and that constructions and repairs amounted to $1,- 
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206 63; also grading $290.60, or the total amount of $1,497.23 more 
than is ordinarily required for the proper maintenance of ourschools. 
With these facts in view, and considering the ample amount of sup- 
plies and equipments on hand together with the good condition of 
our school buildings, it would seem probable that we can decrease 
the appropriations for schools this year at least $2,000.00. 

I wish to say at this time that I heartily agree with the move the 
Board of Education made to retain the services of Mr. Whitcher. 
Results are what we are after, and as long as we get the right kind, 
it is good economy to pay for them. 


Shoe Factory. 


This building is laying idle at a bill of expense to the city of Ber- 
lin, and has been for several years. The Board of Trade together 
with the city government have been working diligently for the last 
year trying to induce some business industry to locate here that 
could utilize this building, but have received no encouragement 
whatever. If anyone had time to investigate and study out the 
tight industry, it could no doubt be financed through our local peo- 
ple, and much to the advantage of our city. If it is impossible to 
bring this about, why not advertise and sell to the highest bidder, 
and the interest on our money received from same, together with 
what we are paying for the running expenses, will be as goodasa 
thousand dollars a year to the city. 


Our City Building. 


We have outgrown our present city building. Not only does the 
city business demand more of a building, but the growth and pros- 
perity of our city demandsit. The valuation of our city has in- 
creased $3,021,290 since the vear this building was built, and the 
inventory of our city property shows an increase of $213,314.43, 
while our city debt only shows an increase of $38,159.32; thus you 
see we are well able to have a better building with more modern 
accommodations. 

The present building should be advertised and sold to some real 
estate man, and until such time as we get ready to build our new 
city building, arrangements might possibly be made with our coun- 
ty commissioners to use the court house for municipal purposes, 
which now is used a greater part of the time only as an ornament 
tothe city. I also believe that if the Board of Trade and city gov- 
ernment should use the proper amount of united effort in the right 
direction, we could get a government building here in Berlin, and 
with our postoffice centrally located on Main street, say on the 
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Clement lot, would bring about free delivery, which would be to the 
benefit of our people and to our city. Then build a modern city 
building on the lot below known as the Brooks lot, and have things 
more in keeping with our growth and prosperity. 

A move of this kind would no doubt meet with a good deal of op- 
position, but after being brought about, would be much enjoyed 
and appreciated by all of our citizens. 


Conclusion. 


Soon after assuming my duties as mayor of Berlin, I found that 
it was necessary in order to comply with our city charter and ordi- 
nances, that the council should hold weekly municipal meetings for 
the purpose of approving the weekly pay roll which had been es-— 
tablished, and to draw orders on the treasurer for the payment of 
the szme, 


Although the members of the council are only receiving pay for 
one meeting each month, we have held during the year five meet- 
ings each month, and not once have we ever had to delay business 
or adjourn on account of not having a quorum. 

I wish to thank the councilmen and city clerk for giving this mat- 
ter due consideration and proper attention. In addition to following 
the instructions of our charter and ordinances which should be im- 
perative, I consider it has been a general benefit. 

I expect you all to enter upon your duties of another year with 
the same spirit of fairness and close attention to business as you 
have shown during the past year. May we be united in the one 
purpose of serving the people to the best of our ability for the pros- 
perity and welfare of our city. 

To the city council, clerk and city solicitor and heads of the dif- 
ferent departments, I wish to extend my sincere thanks for the 
courtesy shown me and kind treatment received during the past 
year. 


Ordinances. 


in the year of our Lord one thousand nine hundred and nine. 


AN ORDINANCE relating to bowling alleys within said City of 
Berlin. 
Be it odained by the City Council of the City of Berlin, as follows: 
SECTION 1. All bowling alleys within said City shall be closed at 
the hour of eleven of the clock at night of each week day. 
Sec. 2. No bowling alley shall be kept open for any purpose on . 
Sundays and Christmas Day. 
Sec. 3. Any violation of the foregoing provisions shall be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding twenty ($20)dollars. 
Sec. 4. All ordinances, or parts of ordinances, inconsistent with 
this ordinance, are hereby repealed.

Section I. Noshowman, tumbler, rope dancer, ventriloquist 
or other person shall for pay exhibit any feats of agility or horse- 
manship, or sleight of hand, rope dancing or feats of cards, or any 
animals, wax figures, puppets or other show, or shall perform or 
exhibit any theatrical or dramatic representation in this city nor 
give any musical performance or exhibition of singing and dancing, 
or other exhibition or amusement of any kird with or without pay, 
unless a license or permit therefore in writing, specifying the time 
and object for which such license is granted, shall first be obtained 
from the Mayor and City Clerk, or in the absence of the Mayor, the 
City Solicitor. 


Sec, 2. Every such person shall pay for such license for the use 
of the city the following sums: For each circus or show where feats. 
of agility, horsemanship, sleight of hand or rope dancing are per- 
formed and for menageries where wild beasts are exhibited, the 
sum of not less than fifty dollars ($50.00) for each band, or troupe 
or company of minstrels or comedians, and for all other theatrica, 
and dramatic exhibition, and for each show where feats‘or ventri- 
loguism, sleight of hand or jugglery are performed, ‘and for each 
panorama, mirror, stereoscopic, moving pictures or other views, the 
sum of not more than five dollars and not less than one dollar for 
each exhibition, for each and ‘all other shows, exhibitions, concerts, 
or performances the Mayor, and City Clerk, shall.fix the amount to 
be paid as license not less than one dollar..and. not more than five 
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dollars, and in the absence of the Mayor the City Clerk and City 
Solicitor shall fix the amount to be paid as a license. 


Theaters or places of amusement of a permanent char- 
acter may be licensed for a period of twelve months from'the first 
day of May of each year.

Suc. 6. At any time after a license has been issued to any per- 
son the same may be revoked and cancelled by the said licensing 
board if the performances shall. violate any of the criminal or 
moral statutes or ordinances, be conducted in a building which does 
not conform with the fire statutes, ordinances, or reguiations of 
Fire Warden, or the place licensed be used for criminal or immor- 
al purposes.

SecTIonN 1. The condition under which every cow is kept whose 
milk is kept or sold or exposed for sale in the City of Berlin shall 
be made known to the Board of Health, if said Board shall deem it 
necessary. 

Src. 2. No milk shall be sold or offered for sale unless the cow 
is free from disease dangerous to the public health. 

Sec. 3. No milk kept for sale shall be stored, strained, cooled, 
or mixed in any room used in whole or in part for sleeping pur- 
poses or for the storage of manure, offal or other offensive matter, 
or for the stab ing of horses or cattle or other animals. 

Sec. 4. All roomsin which milk is stored, cooled strained or 
mixed shall be kept constantly clean. Proper apparatus shall be 
provided for washing or sterilizing all utensils used in handling 
milk and such utensils shall be washed with boiling water or steri- 
lized by steam after being used. 

Sec. 5. No urinal, watercloset or privy shall be located in the 
rooms mentioned in the preceeding sections or so situated as to pol- 
lute the atmosphere of said rooms. 

Src. 6. All milk produced for the purpose of sale shall be strain- 
ed and cooled as soon asit is drawn from the cow. 

Src. 7. Milk kept for sale shall at all times register on test a 
temperature not higher than 50 degrees Fahrenheit, and shall be 
stored in a covered cooler, box or refrigerator. 

Sec. 8. All cans, bottles or other vessels of any sort used in the 
sale or handling of milk shall be cleaned or sterilized before they 
are used again for the same purpose, 
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Sec. 9. No person shall use a milk vessel as a container for any 
substance other than milk. 


Sec. 10. Every person engaged in the production, storage 
transportation, sale, delivery or/distribution of milk, immediately 
on the occurrence of any case or cases of infectious disease, either 
in himself or in his family, or amongst his employees or their im- 
mediate associates, or within the building or premises where milk 
is stored, sold or distributed, shall notify the Health Officer. 

Sec. 11. No person having any infectious disease, or having re- 
cently been in contact with a person having an infectious disease, 
shall milk or handle cows, measurers or other vessels used for milk 
intended for sale or in any way take part or assist in handling milk 
intended for sale until all danger of communicating such disease to 
other persons shall have passed. 


Sec. 12. No vessels which have been handled by persons sufter- 
ing from such infectious disease shall be used to hold or convey 
milk until they have been thoroughly sterilized. 


Sec. 13. No bottle, can or receptacle used for the reception or 
storage of milk shall be removed from a private house, apartment 
or tenement wherein a person had an infectious disease. 


SEc. 14. No person, by himself, or by his servant or agent or as 
the servant or agent of any other person, firm or corporation shall 
bring into.the city of Berlin for the purpose of sale, exchange or 
delivery or sell, exchange or deliver any milk, skimmed milk or 
cream which contains more than 500,000 bacteria per cubic centi- 
meter, or which has a temperature higher than 50 degrees Fahren- 
heit. 


Sec. 15. The Board of Health shall keep a record of all inspec- 
tions made under or by virtue of this ordinance and of the results 
of such inspections; and shall make a report each month to the City 
Council showing all inspections made, and the results of such in- 
spections, during the preceding month,

Charter Amendment. 


Aw Act to amend the charter of the City of Berlin. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General” 
Court convened: 


SECTION 1. Amend section 3 of the amendment of said charter 
[Laws 1903, c. 225, s. 3] by striking out from part of the eighteenth 
and from the nineteenth, twentieth and twenty-first lines the words:. 
‘‘Said council shall also within one week of said annual meeting 
appoint a board of three assessors, one from each ward, who shall 
receive for their services, one hundred and twenty-five dollars per 
annum,’’ and insert in place thereof the following: Said mayor, 
within one week of said annual meeting held on the last Monday of 
March, 1910, shall appoint, subject to confirmation by the council, 
a board of three assessors, one from each ward, to hold office from 
the first day of April, 1910, one of whom shall be appointed for 
three years, one for two years, and one for one year, and shall there- 
after annually at said time, appoint, subject to such confirmation, 
one assessor who shall hold office for three years, who shall receive: 
for their services not more than three hundred dollars each per an- 
num. Further amend said section by striking out the twenty-fifth 
line and the word ‘‘appoint’’ in the twenty-sixth line and insert in 
place thereof the following: Mayor shall elso, within thirty days 
of said annual meeting, appoint, subject to confirmation of said 
council. Further amend said section by striking out in the twenty-- 
eighth line the words: ‘‘And receive as compensation one hundred 
and fifty dollars per annum.’’ Further amend said section by strik-- 
ing out in the thirty-third line the word ‘‘elect’’ and inserting 
after the word ‘‘appoint’’ the following: Subject to confirmation 
as hereinbefore set forth. Further amend said section by inserting 
after the word ‘‘meetings’’ in the thirty-sixth line the following = 
and one dollar each for actual attendance at special or adjourned 
meetings, provided, however, that the total sum to be paid to each. 
councilman for attendance at all meetings, shall not exceed fifty 
dollars perannum. So that section 14 referred to in said section 3- 
of the amendment of the city charter of the city of Berlin shalk 
read as follows: SEcT. 14. Said mayor, within one week of said 
annual meeting held on the last Monday of March, 1910, shall ap- 
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point, subject to confirmation by the council, a board of three 
assessors, one from each ward to hold office from the first day of 
April, 191C, one of whom shall be chosen for three years, one for 
two years, and one for one year, and thereafter annually at said 
time, shall appoint, subject to the confirmation of the council one 
assessor who shall hold office for three years, who shill receive for 
their services not more than three hundred dollars each per annum; 
said assexsors, shall in addition to their salary, be allowed the sum 
of not exceeding one hundred dollars per annum for clerk hire; 
and said mayor shall also, within thirty days of said annual meet- 
ing, appvint, subject to confirmation of said council, a board of 
health of not more than three persons, a city treasurer, who shall 
also serve as treasurer of the board of education, city auditor, col- 
lector of taxes, city solicitor, highway commissioner, sewer com- 
missioner, inspector of buildings, and city engineer; and within 
thirty days of said annual meeting, said mayor shall also appoint, 
subject to such confirmation, a chief engineer and assistant engi- 
neers of the fire department, and may create such other govern- 
mental departments and appoint, subject to confirmation as herein- 
before set forth, such other officers or agents as are necessary for 
the good government of the city not otherwise provided for. Said 
council shall receive a fee of two dollars each for actual attendance 
at regular monthly meetings and one dollar each for special and 
adjourned meetings, provided, however, that the total sum to be paid 
‘to each councilman for attendance at all meetings, shall not exceed 
fifty dollars per annum ; and in addition thereto an annual salary of 
twenty dollars shall be paid to each member of the committee on 
roads and bridges and the committee on accounts and claims. 


Sect. 2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with this act are 
hereby repealed, and this act shall take effect upon the last Monday 
of March, 1910. Provided, however, that the voters of said city of 
Berlin, shall at their next annual meeting, or at a special meeting 
calied for the purpose, a‘lopt the same by majority vote; and 
authority is hereby vested in the city council of the city of Berlin’ 
to call such special meeting if, in their opinion, it shall be advis- 
able. Provided, also, that only such changes hereinbefore enumer 
ated as are ratified by a majority vote at said annual or special 
meeting shall go into effect. A separate vote shall be taken and 
recorded upon each of the provisions of the foregoing sections, and 
for that purpose the following list of questions shall be inserted in 
the warrant of said annual meeting, and printed in full upon the 
official ballot to be used ‘for the election of officers at said annual 
meeting, viz:

Shall your mayor, subject to confirmation by the council, com-

Cemetery Association. 


Rules and Regulations of the Berlin Improvement Society 
and Annual Report. 


SECTION 1. The Berlin City Cemetery shall be under the super- 
intendence and control of a board of three persons, consisting of a 
President, Secretary and Treasurer, and shall be known as the Ber- 
lin Cemetery Improvement Society, of which the Mayor shall be 
an ex-officio chairman, to whom shall be entrusted the entire 
management and exclusive control and improvement ef said ceme- 
tary subject to the control and direction of the city council, but no 
charge or expense to the city shall at any time be created or incur- 
red by them in the premises without the authority or approval of 
the city council of the city of Berlin. 


Sec. 2. All applications for the purchase of cemetery lots shall 
be made to the President of the Improvement society, having 
charge of the cemetery, who shall give to the person applying an 
order on the city clerk fora deed, stating the number of the lot 
and its price. The city clerk upon the receipt of such an order and 
satisfactory evidence that the price has been paid shall deliver a 
deed of such lot, signed by the mayor and countersigned by the 
‘city clerk, to the person so applying. 

Sec. 3. The owner of any lot shall have the right to use the 
same for the burial of the dead, for the erection of suitable stones, 
monuments or tombs, for cultivation of shrubs, plants and flowers, 
subject to the supervision of the committee. 

Sec. 4. If any lot or avenue shall be injured or materially in- 
commoded by means of any shrubbery or other object in or upon 
an adjacent lot, the owners shall be required to have it removed 
and in case of failure to do so it shall be the duty of the committee 
to cause it to be removed. 
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Sec. 5. If an effigy or structure of any kind, which may be 
placed upon any lot, shall be decided by the committee to be 
offensive it shall be the right and duty of said committee to cause 
such objects to be removed, and no fence shall be placed or erected 
on or around any lot. 


Sec. 6. The price of single lots (10x20) shall be ten dollars ($10) 
no lot shall be sold for less than its appraised value. All money 
arising from the sale of lots in said cemetery shall be used for im- 
proving and ornamenting the cemetery grounds. 


Src. 7. Acertain portion of the cemetery shall be set apart for 
a common burial ground in which strangers and persons of the city 
other than owners of lots may be buried. No person shall take or 
hold any lot for free burial purposes except designated places as 
shall be determined by the committee. A person wishing only a 
single grave can purchase the same for the sum of three dollars 
($3.00) in such place as shall be determined by the committee. 


Sec. 8. A person wishing a grave dug, or work of any kind done 
on his lot must present his deed to the sexton or person having 
charge of the cemetery before the work is commenced, to prevent 
mistakes.

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Report of Library Trustees. 


BERLIN, N. H., February 15, 1910. 
To His Flonor, the Mayor, and City Council, of the City of Berlin: 


The trustees of the Free Public Library of the City of Berln 
submit herewith their 17th annual report of the financial condition 
of the library department together with other information and sug- 
gestions, and append hereto the report of the librarian. 

The work of the library has continucd in a satisfactory manner 
in so far as the available funds would allow. 

Miss Frances’S. Boothby, who had been tor some time librarian, 
resigned June last and her place was filled by the election of Miss 
Adria A. Hutchinson who had been the efficient assistant. Miss 
Hutchinson’s place as assistant was filled by the election of Miss 
“Gaace E. Turner who had had some previous experience in library 
work. Both Miss Hutchinson and Miss Turner have proved very 
satisfactory and have labored hard and faithfully for the success of 
‘tthe library and for the convenience, comfort and information of its 
patrons. 

We wish to again call the attention of the city government to the 
imperative need of a special appropriation for the finishing of the 
room in the basement for a children’s department. This was asked 
for last year but was denied. We feel that if the members of the 
city council understood the situation as its exists and the very 
great need that there is for this room they would speedily grant the 
mecessary funds to put it intoa useable condition. The work of 
‘tthe library, not only for children but for adults as well, is seriously 
hampered for lack of room. We estimate that $400.00 would pro- 
vide the furnishings for the room that is already finished in the base- 
ment and would relieve the present congested condition so that the 
efficiency of the library would be increased a very large per cent. 
We ask that the mayor and members of the city council at least 
give this matter personal investigation. 

It will be possible during the coming year to continue the library 
work on its present basis with the annual appropriation of $1700.00 
but the value of the library to the citizens would be greatly increas- 
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ed if we could be provided with a larger appropriation. The 
amount available for new books from a $1700.00 appropriation is 
not sufficient to enlarge the list of reading as much as should be 
done. Then, too, the library should be opened more hours each 
day and particularly on Saturday when there are a great many 
schoo! children desirious of taking advantage of its privileges. We 
believe, too, that if the library could be opened on Sunday aftere- 
noon for two or three hours for reading purposes only it would be 
of distinct value. These things cannot be done with the present 
appropriation but a small increase would make them possible and 
would, we believe, greatly increase the value of the library as an 
educational and literary factor in the city’s walfare. We respect- 
fully submit this matter for your consideration. 


We have repeatedly called the attention of the city council to the 
expense entailed in the hiring of janitor service and have express= 
ed the opinion that we believe this might be entirely avoided by 
having some of the firemen at the central fire station do the janitor 
work at the library building. This change, however, has not been 
brought about and in consequence we have been obliged to pay out 
approximately $200.00 for the care-of the building during the past 
year. Fora long time one of the firemen at the central station did 
the janitor service at the library building and was paid for the 
same, but when the present library board suggested to the fire de- 
partment that this work ought to be done without pay we were re- 
fused on the ground that a man could not be spared from the cen- 
tral station to do the work, and this in spite of the fact that one of 
their men had been doing it for two years more or less and was do- 
ing it at that time. 


One of the prominent features cf the library work during the past 
year has been the co-operation between the librarian and the pub-- 
lic school teachers, particularly those in the high school, anda con- 
siderable number of books have been placed on the library shelves 
for the special purpose of providing general reading and reference 
in connection with certain public school courses. These have prov- 
ed of great value and probably no money spent for the library has 
been invested to better advantage. 


The board organized at the beginning of the year with W. W. 
Burlingame as chairman, O. H. Toothaker as treasurer and W.R. 
Brown as secretary. 

The statistics of circulation, accessions, inventory of library prop-- 
erty and minor financial matters together with suggestions from 
the librarian are appended hereto and make a part of this report. 
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We would call especial attention to the ‘‘reserve’’ book arrange- 
ments which were made during the year. Previously there had 
been considerable criticism due to the fact that on the purchase of 
a new popular book it would be taken from the library by some per- 
son and read and when returned would be taken out again at once 
by the same person under another’s name and then be turned over 
to the person in whose name it was taken. This process might be 
kept up ad infinitum and in fact was carried on to such an extent 
as to injure the efficiency of the library. At the present time, how- 
ever, if a book is out and a request is made by any person for this 
book on its return, it is held for a short time and the person noti- 
fied by a postal card that the book is available. In this way the 
library privileges are better equalized than before. ‘This created a 
little friction among a few at first but has worked out greatly to 
the good of the general patronage of the library.

Work at the library during the past year has been carried on in 
the usual lines as far as possible. Miss Boothby, who had been li- 
brarian for the past two years anda half resigned in June. Miss 
Grace E. Turner was appointed children’s librarian at that time. 


It was necessary this year to close the records of the circulation 
department with December instead of January, as heretofore, 
which accounts for the difference between the number of books 
given out this year and last. 

We have tried to bring the schools, especially the grades, into 
<loser touch with the library. At the beginning of the school year 
Supt. Whitcher kindly gave us a list of the industries to be studied 
during the different terms. The library at once ordered as many 
books as possible suitable for this grade of work. Our picture collec - 
tions and stereographs have been a very practical help, also. 


Last May, the librarian sorted and filed the United States goy- 
ernment pamphlets which had been accumulating for several years. 
The pamphlets on forestry and agriculture of practical interest to 
this section are now on the shelves in regulation pamphlet cases, 
and ready for circulation. We also have the use for several 
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: 


‘months of a traveling-library of forestry sent out by the Forestry 


committee of New Hampshire’s Daughters. This traveling library 


consists of about twenty-two books and a few government bulletins 
dealing with the preservation of our forests, and all who are inter- 
ested in this important subject would do well to consult them. 

The ‘‘reserve list,’’ which was started the last of July, has met 
with favor from the general public. During the six months, 92 
books have been reserved; the receipts from same were $3.68. 

The work with the children has progressed as well as our facili- 
ties would allow. It isa deplorable fact that from fifty to sixty 
children have to be crowded into a room which will accommodate 
only twenty when there is a large room downstairs, waiting just for 
furnishings. For four years the library has asked the council for 
more money, and with the exception of one year, not even an in- 
vestigation has been given the matter. Money is needed now, not 
only for the children’s room, but for binding the back numbers of 
magazines and for buying technical books on such subjects as elec- 
tricity and engineering. Then again, inacity of this size, the li- 
brary should be open more hours, which necessarily means an add- 
ed expense. 

Grateful acknowledgment is made to those who have so kindly 
donated books and magazines for the past year. The forty-five 
text-books given by Mr. F. S. Libbey have been ot great practical 
value.

Assessors’ Report. 


BERLIN, N. H., February 15, 1910 
To His Honor, the Mayor, and City Council of the City of Berlin: 

We submit herewith our anuual report jas assessors of the prop- 
erty and polls in the city of Berlin for the year 1909. 

We found very little new property for assessment, but few build-+ 
ing operations having been conducted within the year. This made 
it necessary that we should discover means of providing for a city 
appropriation of $10,000 in excess of any previous year and at the 
same time endeavor to keep the tax rate from being increased. 
Owing to the increase in state tax most cities and many towns in 
the state found it necessary to increase their rate, in many cases. 
by a considerable figure. In Berlin, however, we were able not 
only to avoid an increase, but succeded in reducing it from $25 on 
the thousand to $24 50. 

It isa notrious fact that intangible property such as money at 
interest and other paper, representing money, is taxed in only 
comparatively a few ifstances, that is, the per cent of intangible: 
property that is really taxed is very small. This is true everywhere 
under the existing system of taxation. This is a matter that it is. 
almost impossible to avoid and is one that has a large part in the 
bringing about of unequal taxation, but it is a problem that neither 
the board of assessors nor the city government can effectively 
remedy. It must be gotten at through state legislation. 

We desire to express our thanks to the citizens for the generally 
hearty co-operation that we met with in the discharge of our duties. 
and wish to say that such co-operation is of great aid to the assess- 
ors and is not likely to be to the financial injury of the property 
owner, as the man who attempts methods of evasion or tries to con-- 
ceal his property is not likely to get any lower basis of assessment 
in the end than the man who is entirely open and above board in. 
his dealings with the assessors.

Report of Street Commissioner. 


BERLIN, N. H., February 15, 1910.. 
7o His Honor, the Mayor, and City Council of the City of Berlin : 

Gentlemen: Following is a report of the work done in the depart- 
ment of streets, including sidewalks and the paving of Main street 
and Postoffice square, during the past year. 

In the early spring together with the committee on roads and 
bridges, I went over the various parts of the city and we found the 
roads in the outlying districts badly in need of repairs, so acting 
under the committee’s orders we rebuilt the following roads: 

Jericho road, or Wight street, from Third avenue t» Mason’s. 
field was graded up and ditches dug on both sides, andthe distance: 
thus graded cost two hundred seventy-six ($276) dollars. The terri- 
tory beyond Mason’s field did not receive any attention beyond. 
replacing two of the wooden culverts with currugated culvert pipe. 


Western avenue from the Corbett house to Cascade village was: 
patched in several places, but on the whole is in a lamentable con- 
dition. owing mainly to the absence of suitable road making 
material in that vicinity. The-cost of this work amounted to one 
hundred and fifteen ($115) dollars. 

Gorham road from a point near the Cascade Electric Light Co.’s: 
transformer house to the town line, was graded with cinders and 
on the whole is in fairly good condition. The work cost ninety-one 
($91) dollars. 

Hillside avenue from Spruce street to the stone house was graded 
the entire length and the ditches dug out, so that I believe that 
this section of road will not require any attention for a few years.. 
The length of road thus graded was sixteen hundred and forty feet 
and cost four hundred and twelve ($412) dollars. 

Cates Hill road was graded and ditches dug for the entire length 
as was also the road leading from Bison’s to Rhealeau’s. Bushes. 
were cut down on this last section of road and the entire cost of the 
work was four hundred and forty-five ($445) dollars. I do not 
think any work at all will be necessary on above road for quite a 
few years, as it was crowned in very good Shape. 
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Success road was graded the entire length and cost one hundred 
and ten ($110) dollars. 

The Milan road from the town line to Howard Dyer’s, a distance 
of 10,600 feet was built with state aid and on the whole is in very 
good condition. While there are stretches along the length of road 
built, which appeared soft, I look to see this road pack down and 
with a very little outlay each year be kept up in No. 1 condition. 
I trust that the incoming city government will see fit to order the 
continuance of the road to the Paine place, which will not cost, on 
the outside, $2,000, as the material on this end is more suitable for 
road building than that which was built the past year. 

The streets in the thickly settled sections of the city received a 
great deal of attention, and while the ones graded do not present 
the appearance of macadamized streets, still they have been 
crowned up and gutter graded, so that if in the near future the city 
sees fit to macadamize such streets as have been thus graded, the 
bottoms will be in shape for building. The following streets were 
graded for a part of their length:

Total length of streets graded and crowned 13,095 feet, or about 
two miles and one-quarter. 

The paving of Main street and Postoffice square was started in 
the late summer and was completed as far as Highstreet. This 
work is a new departure for our city, and I trust that now that we 
have started, that our future city government will see fit to con- 
tinue the work, not only for the entire length of Main street but 
also on the principal side streets, namely Exchange street, Green 
street, Mechanic street and Pleasant street. The class of paving 
used, Portland cement concrete, while new in this section of the 
country, is used a great deal in all of the principal cities of New 
England and the middle west, and while I look to see a few places in 
our pavement which will require repairs from time to time, I think 
on the whole that the work already done is money well invested. I 
also believe that such a pavement is the most sanitary one that is 
in use, as by flushing once or twice a week it can be thoroughly 
clensed and always presents a good, clean surface. I do not doubt 
but wnat there will be occasion to open up the street to repair water 
and sewer pipes, but as this is liable to happen with any class of 
pavement, repairs can be made very easily in this as well as in any 
other other class of paving. 

The cost of the paving per square yard was about two dollars, 
and this includes the cost of excavation and tools. As we now have 
on hand the machinery and tools, the cost in the future should be 


. much less than this. 


Sidewalks. 

The work in this department consisted mainly in the laying of 
concrete, curbing, and backing up with cinders and covering with 
stone dust. While this presents a good walk compared with the 
dirt walks as formerly constructed, I would advise covering with 
tar or cement concrete the coming season, as the dust covering 
will soon wear down.

Recommendations for improvements for coming year : 

I would recommend that the sidewalks along Main street, where 
curbing was raised owing to the changing of grade of the street, 
be relaid with Portland cement concrete walk. The life of sucha 
walk is much longer than the tar concrete quality and presents a 
better appearance. 

That the streets on the east side of the river be given a good 
deal of attention, and in connection with this I will say that with 
this object in view, we have been piling coal cinders near the Bur- 
gess log pond for the carrying on of contemplatedimprovements on 
this side of the river. 

That Hutchins street be improved and laid out from Bianchard 
& Twitchell railroad to Burgess mill. 

That the several streets at the Cascades be improved, and that 
the Jericho road be shaped up from Mason’s field to the Milan town 
line. 

In closing I wish to extend my most sincere thanks to your hon- 
orable body for the interest shown and encouragement given me in 
the carrying out of the work of this department.

We herewith submit the 25th annual report of the Department of 
Education for the year 1909-10.

The work of the past year has been made especially effective by 
reason of the fact that a very large per cent. of Jast year’s teachers 
were retained this year. This is possible because today the aver- 
age salary paid to our teachers bothin the grades and in the High 
school is such that we can compete with other places and seeming- 
ly the conditions are such that teachers are glad to remain here so 
long as the compensation is reasonable. 


Many of our teachers are on their fourth year and several are on 
their fifth; these have reached the max mum salary under our pres- 
ent plan. 
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Finances. 


For the third year the school accounts have been kept by the 
pupils of the Commercial department of the high school. The re- 
sults are very satisfactory, both from an educational and adminis- 
istrative point of view. The estimates made last year have 
proven to be just sufficient to meet the growing needs of the de- 
partment, but it has required the closest planning to provide addi- 
tional teachers to meet the growth of the High school and to pro- 
vide for the extra school opened in January to meet the needs of 
the pupils who were ready for promotion at that time. 

It will be impossible to run the schools for the next twelve months 
on less than $32,000 as detailed estimates, which the board are ready 
to submit, on request, will clearly show. The chief factor in the 
increase will be the phenominal growth of the High school. 

There is practically certain to be at least 120 and probably 130 in 
next year’s Freshman class and most likely 290 pupils in the High 
school, this number will call for additional teachers above the num- 
ber now employed. In addition to this there must be one if not 
two more first grade teachers, and one more sixth grade teacher. 

There seems to be no possibility of a further decrease in the cost 
of either books or supplies, or of fuel or janitor’s salaries. 

We respectfully call your attention to the statistics herewith pre- 
sented showing conclusively that the Berlin taxpayer bears a much 
lighter burden for the support of schools than does the average cit- 
izen of other cities of like size, and also showing that the portion 
of the total tax that goes to the support of the public schools is 
much below the average. These figures are official and correct and 
we hope will be studied by everyone. 


Domestic Arts Course. 


This year the High school courses have been made of equal value 
to both boys and girls by the addition of a course in the Domes- 
tic Arts. Now it is possible for girls to fit for home making as well 
as for college or Normal school, or for office work. The course is 
proving to be more valuable than we had dared to expect, and while 
it is practical it is at the same time highly educational, as much so 
in the opinion of experts, as any other course in the school. 

Relatively speaking the course in Domestic Arts is to the girls 
~what the course in Mechanic Arts is to the boys. 

Nature endows us with a desire for food, shelter and all other do- 
mestic necessities for preserving life, and making it worth living; 
but the art of economically and properly satisfying this desire must 
be acquired by education, 
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The importance, therefore, of providing youthful womanhood 
with the means of securing knowledge along these lines cannot be 
over estimated. 


Believing that the most effective method of imparting this know- 
ledge would be through the medium of our public schools, we es- 
tablished this course in our High school, and from results already 
attained, we can safely assert that our action has been fully justi- 
fied. 


We desire to direct attention to the percentage of school attend- 
ance by the pupils for the past year, as shown by the table of sta- 
tistics later appearing in this report, namely, 93 % per cent. 

This is a very high average attendance as compared with the 
averages in other places, and clearly demonstrates the marked de- 
gree of confidence and esteem in which the superintendent, princi- 
pal and the teaching force under their supervision, are held alike 
by pupils and parents. 


Three Important Problems. 


The first and most pressing problem that we have to solve before 
September 1910 is this: 

How shall we handle two hundred and eighty to three hundred 
pupils in the High school when already its capacity is nearly reach» 
ed with two hundred and twenty-five? 

There is no possibility of even seating three hundred to say noth- 
ing of handling them in study and recitations. 

Two hundred and fifty pupils is the largest number that the build- 
ing can accommodate ; how shall the others be cared for? Itseems 
to us that the practical solution is to be found in adding thirty-two 
feet to the Hiliside avenue end of of the Mechanic Arts shop, mak- 
ing the addition two stories high, and providing two rooms, one for 
pupils in advance wood work in the Mechanic Arts course and the 
other room for mechanical drawing and other recitations. This 
addition can be made at comparatively small outlay if it is author- 
ized at an early date, for the pupils in the Mechanic Arts shop can 
do much of the work both of constructing and equipping this addi- 
tion; while during the summer vacation the janitors will have time 
to materially assist in the work. 

At least $800 to $1000 dollars can be saved in this way if the plan 
suggested is sanctioned and carried out by the city authorities. 


With this addition we can handle the school next year and main- 
tain its efficiency ; otherwise we cannot. 
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The next problem relates to the conditions at the Brown school. 
The number of pupils at that end of the city has increased to such 
an extent that the three lower grades are too crowded, and what is 
worse at least half a room full have been deprived of an opportunity 
to attend school at all for the last half of the year. 

The solution suggested here is to build an addition to the Bur- 
gess school consisting of two rooms as originally contemplated. 
The plans were drawn for the present building with this end in 
view and the addition will simply require for heating purposes, the 
addition of one boiler to the existing steam plant. 

With this addition available the fourth grade at the Brown school 
can be transferred to the Burgess school and an additional school 
can then be instailed at the Brown school. 

The extra room at the Burgess school will be available for an 
additional sixth grade, or for a fifth grade as will best accomodate 
the pupils. We again call attention to the total lack of ventilation 
in the Brown school building; this matter should be attended to 
without further delay. 

The third and last problem is not so important as those already 
enumerated, but its solution must be met soon, namely : 

The conditions surrounding the Sessions school district. This 
school building must soon be replaced with a better and more com- 
modious structure ; and in order to accommodate the pupils in that 
section of the city, the location of the school house should be 
changed and the new one built at some point further south, and it 
should contain not less than four rooms. ‘The new location should 
be made where a yard of ample size can be secured for play grouud 
accommodations. 

The first two of the foregoing propositions require immediate con- 
sideration, and the solutions of all the problems as above suggested 
are recommended by the Board,

Superintendent’s Report. 


BERLIN, N. H., February 15, 1910. 
To the Board of Education : 


Gentlemen:—In presenting this the sixth annual report of this. 


office, I shall briefly state the condition of the work as I see it, and 
shall suggest some important matters that seem to require immedi- 


ate attention, and shall in a comparative way show some factors of” 


the progress that has been made in the six years since the office of 
Superintendent of Schools has been established. 


The General Condition of the Schools. 
Three very important factors have aided in advancing the stand- 
ing of the schools this year. 
First, the teaching force is essentially the same as last year, only 


a few vacancies arising either by action of the board or by resigna- - 


tion. This condition of stability of the corps of teachers is gratify- 
ing because it indicates that teachers are performing their duties 
satisfactorily to the school authorities, and also that they are at 
least reasonably well satisfied with conditions under which they 


work. 


The second factor of the three is the continued and the con- . 


clusive proof that the plan which the Berlin schools are working 
out is in accordance with the known principles of mental growth 
and development and better yet in harmony with the self-felt needs 
of the pupils themselves. This proof consists in the mental 


resourcefulness and alertness of mind of the pupils as seen in their - 


daily work and in the persistency with which the pupils attend 
school indicating that they regard an education as worth while, and 
essential to success. Statistics to be given elsewhere bear forcibly 
upon this last proposition. 


The third factor includes the marked support and cordial appro- . 


val which the public in general give to the public schools. I 
believe it would be hard to find a municipality having anything like 
the harmonious co-operation we have here. The result is an ideal 


school spirit and an ideal school atmosphere. This condition war- - 


il 


.

rants the belief that constant improvement and increasing efficiency 
must result just so long as all the factors involved continue in their 
present mutually helpful relation. 


Probably the most marked, and in some ways unexpected devel- 
opment of the year, has been in the Classical course in the High 
school, where Principal Libbey has applied the principles of peda- 
gogy tothe hitherto dry bones ot Latin, making this previously 
arid subject t» bud and blossom like an irrigated desert. 

I know of no subject that has deprived so many boys and girls of 
a liberal education as this same Latin as usually taught. Over 
and over again one hears these remarks: ‘‘I left High school the 
second year because I had to take Latin.’’ ‘‘I did not go through 
High School because all were obliged to take the Latin course.’’ 
etc. 


No one, except in the preface of Latin text books, seems seriously 
to ask if Latin may not be learned as the mother tongue is learned 
by a rational and: pedagogical method. Everywhere in all other 
subjects known laws governing the acquisition of knowledge have 
been applied to the end that the pupils may become interested 
enthusiastic ¢hinkers and doers. But in Latin, and in a lesser 
degree in mathematics, the dry decay or an irrational and unscien- 
tific teaching has fastened itself until in the former subject, thumb- 
ing vocabularies and stickling over the minutiae of technical gram- 
mar has buried out of sight the chief aim, which is to read Latin as 
one reads his own language, thus possessing himself of a new 
power and a new source of satisfaction. 


The results flowing from a rational method in Latin are exactly 
like the results in any other language. First interest, then enthusi- 
asm, out of these two genuine and rapid progress. 


The Sophomore class under the rational teaching of Principal 
Libbey, read Cicero and Caesar with intense delight, translating at 
sight entirely without reference to the printed vocabulary, and at. 
mid-year, have read all that is usually read by the end of the year. 
It will now be possible to read in three years all the Latin usually 
read in the High school, leaving a year in which to read texts now- 
regarded as college work. This leads to the interesting thought 
that one-half of the ground now covered in a four year’s college 
course will sometime be attended to in the public high school, and. 
this will happen as soon as all the worx of the high school is ration- 
alized and vitalized as it can and sometime will be. 


In Berlin, the course in ancient and modern languages, the indus-. 
trial courses, and history and literature courses are well under way- 


. 
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toward complete and scientific reorganization, while in mathemat- 
ics, preliminary steps have been taken, and the plan outlined for 
simplifying and bringing this subject into line. 

Last year I recommended raising the entrance age to six years, 
and suggested the advisability of working toward a seven grade 
system instead of eight. We are now working out this plan. 


So far asthe entrance age is concerned, it is already demonstrated 
that this isa successful step. These six year old pupils have at 
mid-year completed as much as is usually done ina full year, and 
by June thev will have covered nearly all of the work heretofore 
‘completed in two years. The change has met with general appro- 
val. 

The elimination of the eighth grade is also under way. At the 
present time we have thirty pupils in the seventh grade who are fit- 
ting to pass from the seventh gradeto the High school, and there is 
every reason to believe that nearly all of these will make good. 

The elimination of the ninth grade six years ago was viewed with 
alarm by many, but the history of the pupils who were at that time 
short circuited into High school shows that we are justified in ex- 
pecting a favorable outcome in the present case. 

The problem of fitting for the high school is not a problem of 
subjects covered and reviewed, nor is it a numerical problem of six, 
seven, eight or nine grades, but it is a problem of the ability of the 
pupils todo High School work. ; 

I have no doubt that many pupils might enter the public schools 
at eight vears of age, and in four years fit themselves for a high 
‘grade High school course. I am also confident that fifty per cent. of 
our boys and girls could enter the public schools at seven years of 
age and in six years have as good or better fit than the average for 
Hich school, and Iam absolutely certain that eighty per cent. of 
all our boys and girls entering at six years of age can fully acquire 
the power and capacity necessary for doing satisfactory High school 
work in seven years. Now what we in common with many others’ 
have been doing is to hold back the eighty per cent. while the less 
fortunate twenty per cent. acquire sufficient development for High 
school. The injustice of this is too evident to need pointing out. 
Now we have not forgotten the twenty per cent. they must be cared 
for and no doubt one eighth grade room will be necessary for a few 
years to help these over the hard places, and they will be far better 
served than now because the work in that room can be planned to 
meet their particular needs. 

At this point I wish to record a bit of prophecy that may be re- 
ferred to twenty years hence for verification. By 1930 it will have 
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been found that pupils whose homes are good, are best fitted for 
life. by spending the first six years in the open air occupied with 
such games and free play as their instincts suggest. With practic- 
ally no fixed formal book work, learning the myths, the legends, 
fairy stories and hero stories of the race from the lips of their par- 
ents. Their constructive powers strengthened by the use of such 
primitive tools as the hoe, shovel, knife, hammer; wet sand and 
clay, wood and nails, serving as raw materials. 


Paper, blackboards, crayons and pencils, will offer an opportun- 
ity for picture writing; illustrated books, maps and globes will 
awaken their interest in the larger world outside the home, a gar- 
den laying the foundation for the love of the useful and the beauti- 
ful. A work shop will be available where toys and tools may be 
made. Then six years in schools that build directly upon this home 
training. Then three years of assorted High school subjects. Then 
college or other higher training, and at last, for the professional 
man and woman, two years of special training. 


This with the inevitable retardation due to unavoidable circum- 
stances will make the High school entrance age thirteen and one- 
half years and will result in professional and technical efficiency at 
twenty-one years of age. All of this might be realized in a decade 
if what is today known tobe true could be put into practice by 
teachers everywhere. 


Domestic Arts Course. 


Last year I called attention to the need of a course for the girls 
parallel to that for our boys’: a course making use of the common 
household activities. such as sewing, cooking, marketing and nurs_ 

ing and the arts that make for a more beautiful, healthful and 
comfortable home, as means whereby moral, physical and intellec- 
tual growth may be secured. This course is now established and 
its success no one questions. In the Domestic Arts course as in 
the Mechanics Arts course the aim is not to make artisans. We 
have no right or wish to shape the boys into machinists, orthe girls 
into pastry cooks or to establish short cuts to the trades nor do we 
for a moment consider either of these courses a refuge for ‘‘the 
lame and the lazy,’’ rather is the aim to utilize the familiar activi- 
ties of the household, of the shop and the mill as educational means 
just as books, chemical and physical apparatus, maps and museums 
areused. Now while all this is true we expect many boys willhave 
found their tastes and tendencies to be such that the mechanical 
pursuit will be attractive to them. More high grade mechanics 
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will result from the Mechanic Arts course than from the classical 
course, and in the same way we expect the Domestic Arts girls to 
be better housekeepers and home makers. Colleges, too, in which 
are courses in Domestic Science, in nursing and medicine will offer 
opportunities for professional life as well as for home life. 


There is no reason why any course of study should be narrow just 
because it is practical; nor broad because it is unpractical, no such 
relation is inevitable. The craze that has obsessed some of our 
fellow workers who desire to establish trade schools for pupils of 
from twelve to fourteen years of age is inexcusable. Any course of 
study to be tolerated in the public schools must first of all be broadly 
educational, developing pupils into good citizens. 

The cost of estabkishing and maintaining this department is so 
low that there is no reason why any city or large town should hesi- 
tate to give their girls this opportunity. 


Our entire equipment which is today handling about 60 girls in 
cooking and sewing has cost us but $257.43 while the cost of all sup- 
plies used from Aug. 30, to Feb. 15, has been only $15.23 or at about 
the ratio of 50 cents per pupil per year and this cost is nearly wiped 
out by the saving of books in this course. 


Our plan has been to cook such food as has been desired by some 
of our citizens. 


For example several crates of peaches and many baskets of grapes. 
and plums were canned for people who sent in the raw materials, 
the pupils thus getting experience with large quantities and yet 
the city being at no expense for materials. 

In the same way practically all of the meats and vegetables have 
been secured without cost. 

Bread, doughnuts, cakes, pies, etc., are cooked for anyone who. 
desires to cooperate with the schools and send in the ;materials. 
We cordially invite this kind of cooperation because it is mutu- 
ally advantageous. 

The teacher who has charge of this department also supervises. 
the sewing in the grades from the third grade to the eighth so that 
in all departments pupils are receiving systematic training in use- 
ful work, training the eye and the hand and developing the brain 
as only manual work can train and develop. 

Thus far the pupils have served five luncheons, the first one at the 
end of the fifth week of school to the state superintendent and 
speakers at the High school institute held in Berlin. The next was 
to the High school teachers, the third to a visiting delegation of 
teachers from the southern part of the state, the fourth to the: 
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Mayor and City Council and Board of Education and the fifth to an- 
other delegation of visiting teachers. These luncheons except the 
fourth have cost the city nothing and have given exactly the kind 
of training that develops power, under the stimulus of responsibil- 


ity. The classes are responsible for all of the planning, cooking 
and serving. 


Retardation. 


One of the troublesome problems in school administration is that 
of preventing retardation of pupils in the grades. Only by con- 
stant watchfulness and complete flexibility of the curriculum can 
satisfactory results be obtained. 


As G. Stanley Hall says: ‘‘Teachers love t> have the bright pu- 
pils linger long on the ladder,’’ but this is all wrong for a school 
system is fundamentally defective if it is not easily possible to pro- 
mote a pupil any day from September to June if that pupil would 
be better served by such promotion. 

This flexibility exists in our schools and not only at the Christmas 
and Easter vacations are pupils promoted in large numbers but at 
any and all other times. 

To show the magnitude of this promotion I wish to call your at- 
tention to the fact that 92 pupils were advanced a grade this year 
at Christmas and of these probably 85 will maintain their standing 
and save a year in their school life. 


It is only by just this freedom ir promotion that the average age 


can be kept within reasonable limits. 


The following table shows the actual age of all classes September 
lst, 1909, and also for comparison a standard age which we ought to 
be able to attain:

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It will be seen that in the first five grades we lag behind the 
standard but after that commence to gain time. A part of this lag 
is due to the.pupils who come to us from schools over which we 
have no control but more is due to a mistaken notion on the part 
of teachers that ground covered is of more importance than adzlity 
to cover ground. The latter now promotes a pupil when he is able 
to do what is being done in the next grade, the former holds him 
until the traditional books and topics of the given grade are all 
completed. 

From the above figures I conclude that seven years in the grades’ 
is not only right to work for but that it-is already practically an 
accomplished fact, but as further proof I respectfully call the atten- 
tion of the Board and all interested citizens to the class of nearly 
40 in the Cole 7th grade. These pupils are for the most part from 
the Marston and Burgess 7th grades and are now: dcing work that 
warrants the assertion that 85 per cen.., or 90 per cent: of the class 
will make the High school easily in September, 1910. 


Their average age at that time will be 13 yrs.8 mo. and their 
average ability will be equal to that of any group of like number 
that has entered our High school in the last four years.

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It will be seen from these figures that with a modern well con- 
structed compact building like the Marston school it is very much 
less expensive to heat and ¢horoughly ventilate than it is to heat 
such buildings as the Cole, Brown and Sessions, without any ven- 
tilation. 

Another important fact is brought out namely, that even in mod- 
ern buildings there is a material difference in the cost. Thus the 
Burgess school requires amuch larger outlay for fuel than the Mars- 
ton, partly because the former is a four room and the latter an 
eight room building but chiefly because of greater experience in 
laying out and adapting the heating plant. The faultsin the Bur- 
gess school were almost entirely eliminated in the Marston so that 
while every pupil in the building receives each minute 30 cubic feet 
of fresh air from outside and while the rooms are maintained at 64 
degrees throughout the school hours, vet the cost is but 90 cents 
per pupil, the lowest of any of the public school buildings. 


The fuel used in the High school is excessive because as first 
planned and erected, the heating and ventilating plant was very 
defective; this however was remedied as far as practicable. The 
chief cause of the large consumption of coal is unavoidable because 
any High school building must have a relatively larger capacity per 
pupil than in grade buildings. Add to this the hall frequently used 
on evenings, and the office which is usually heated on Saturdays 
and we have a considerable part of the coal consumption accounted 
for but there is far too great a loss of heat in the gases that escape 
by the chimney. This heat ought to be saved in part and I hope 
to find a way to do this next year. 


Comparative Statistics. 


The following statistics are taken from the last report of the de- 
partment of education at Washington: 

I have selected at random ten cities in the northern part of the 
United States, having about the same population as Berlin. 

These cities are in the following states: Maine, Minnesota, North 
Dakota, Colorado, Connecticut, Iowa, Ohio, Rhode Island, South 
Dakota and Wyoming. Their average population is 13,500. The 
annual expenditures for public schools varies from $31,640.00 to 
$79,327.00 and averages $56,586.00 The average tax rer capita for 
schools.varies from $2.36 to $5.55 and averages $4.24. The cost of 
schools per pupil runs from $21.38 to $34.00, averaging £28.21, 
while the per cent. of total school expenditure that goes to pay 
teachers ranges from 51 per cent. to 94 yer cent., averaging .66% 
per cent.

We are spending 71 per cent. of all school money for teachers and 
supervisors as against the 667% per cent. in the cities named. 


It is readily seen that the Berlin citizen pays only about one-half 
the tax for schools that the average citizen in these ten cities pays, 
and that the cost per pupil here is nearly $2.00 less. 


High School Enrollment. 


For three years now our record for pupils entering the High 
school has been gratifying. 

In September, 1907, 98 per cent. of the eighth grade pupils pro- 
moted had enrolled themselves in High school. In September, 
1908, 100 per cent. were enrolled and in 1909, 98 per cent. This 
means that in three years out of the 194 pupils unconditionally pro- 
moted from the eighth grades all but 3 have entered High school and 
in addition to this out of 15 conditional promotions 12 have workeg 
under a teacher’s direction during the summer and passed satisfac- ~ 
tory examinations and entered. Thus for 194 graduates in full 
standing in June, 203 pupils have entered the High school from 
our two eighth grades. 

Six years ago today there were 59 pupils in High school; today 
we have 208. Six years ago there were 27 pupils in the highest 
ciass below the High school, now there are 116. During this time 
the total public school enrollment has only increased from 1080 to 
1514 

In conclusion I wish to express my sincere appreciation of the 
support given to all our efforts by the Board of Education, the City 
Council and the rank and file of the citizens; and also I desire to 
publicly recognize the loyalty of the teaching force individually and 
collectively. 

It is to the teachers that the success of our work is due.

The total enrollment of pupils in the High school from August 30 
to date has been 228.

Since the opening of school 19 have left for the following reasons: 

Two have moved from the city; two died; four pioved inefficient; 
‘three because of discipline; four because of sickness; two to go to 
work; two, reason unknown. 


This leaves the present number 209. Boys, 101, girls 108. 


The graduating class now numbers 30. Allowing for the loss of 
these 30 and those who for various reasons may not return next 
year, | think it is a safe estimate to say that next September there 
will be 170 of the present number to provide for, and in addition to 
these a large entering class of probably 130 from all sources. This 
will give a school of 300 pupils. 

Such a number will involve two immediate problems. First, that 
-of accommodations; next, that of teachers. 


As to accommodations, 300 pupils means seating capacity for at 
least 50 more than I can see any practicable way of providing for in 
the present building, beside crowding out of a recitation room the 
Mechanical Drawing classes for whom of course a room must be 
prov:ded. In other words the problem is this; in addition to present 
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seating capacity, the room now used for Mechanical Drawing may be 
equipped with seats for accommodating perhaps 40. Another room 
must be provided for the Mechanical Drawing classes, and a further 
seating capacity of about 50, and for as many more as the school 
shall number over 300 Thisis a probJem in fact, that must abso- 
lutely be met before September next. I.need not discuss the rea- 
sons for such a problem existing, as you are perfectly familiar with 
them. It certainly is highly complimentary to the school system of 
Berlin that in four years time a new High school building becomes 
inadequate for accommodating its increasing numbers. 


With the increase in numbers comes the consequent problem of 
more teachers. With the present number of pupils every teacher’s 
time is fully taken. In fact we are asking more of some of them 
than we ought. It is then easy to understand, that with the large 
class expected next September with an e”roliment from 80 to 100 
larger than at present, there must be additional teachers; at least 
two, tor maximum efficiency three. 


The social problem of the school increases with the increase in 
the number of pupils. 


It is a well recognized fact I suppose, that satisfying the social in- 
stinct is a necessary and essential factor in rounding out the char-. 
acter of the individual. 

We are doing this to some extent by means of our athletic teams, 
school socials, entertainments, musical clubs, etc; but we are 
reaching too small a number, principally because all these things. 
cost money, and so many of our pupils cannot afford to patronize 
them often. I think the time has come for a radical change in the 
social life of the pupils and so far as the school social life is con- 
cerned I have my plans. 


Too many of our pupils, however, are trying to satisfy their social 
desires by questionable means out of and away from the school. | 

For this, the parent must take the responsibility ; the school can 
be held amenable only so far as it fails to supply something better 
as a substitute. 


1 feel that we do fail partially at least, to do this. 

If we have anything in the entertainment line to offer the pupils 
we charge admission to enjoy it. The fact that many can secure 
ten cent pieces enough to attend moving pictures quite regularly, 
but cannot patronize something at the school hall that would be 
more elevating and more educative shows merely that the taste of 
these pupils is already vitiated. We have waited too long already 
to counter-act outside influences. I can personally I think, in 
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various ways, improve the social conditions of the school. By 
entertainments I have tried to do so, usually at a financial loss. I 
would like to suggest that at least one hundred dollars be placed at 
the disposal of the principal the coming year to be used in provid- 
ing a series of good entertainments and lectures open to the public 
for a nominal price, but free to the pupils of the school. I believe 
that amount of money could be no better expended for educational 
purposes. 

The present condition of the High school is « source of congratu- 
lation to all concerned. It is a busy place and recognized asa 
place for business. While a few fail to apjreciate their opportun- 
ities, the great per cent realize what they are here for and are mak- 
ing an honest, earnest effoit to acquire efficiency. It is truly a 
working school. 

The standard has been raised sufficiently to be recognized by the 
New England College Entrance Board so that graduates of this 
school can now enter any New England college except Harvard 
and Yale without taking an examination. The University of 
Pennsylvania also has consented to take our graduates without 
examination so far as the subjects in our courses satisfy its require- 
ments. This our courses do, except in mathematics 

From the classes graduated in the last three years, 32 have fitted 
torsome college, 11 are in college, four have continued their educa-. 
tionin other schools, and four are planning to enter college another 
year. 

Of the 19 graduates of the commercial department in the last 
three years, 15 are employed in offices or banks and all but one in 
this city, and are giving excellent satisfaction. It is safe to say 
that this department is proving its efficiency by meeting the needs 
of the community for such work. 

The experiments tried last year in developing new methods for 
teaching Latin, French, Sciences, History and English in the midst 
of which we were at the time of my last report to you, have worked 
out very satisfactorily to both teachers and pupils, and are in gen- 
eral use this year in these subjects. The results from the methods. 
have already attracted state wide attention. 

Weare in the preliminary stages of experimenting along the same 
line with mathematics, and I certuinly hope that another year this. 
subject also may be put on the same rational basis as the others. 

A particularly noteworthy fact is the small number absent from 
school this past year because of sickness. With aschool of over two 
hundred to have at any. one time not over four out on account of 
sickness, and for 90 per cent. of the time not any, is a good record. 
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I attribute this excellent showing in no small degree to the excel- 
lent heating and ventilating which this year has been more carefully 
regulated by room teachers than heretofore. 

I desire to speak of what seems to me a serious matter affecting 
both school and home. I have had this year convincing evidence 
of what I have long suspected viz: that some parents are being 
deceived as to the whereabouts of their children evenings, especial- 
ly their daughters. The excuse of going to the library to look up 
school work and then meeting there by appointment some young 
man with whom a walk is taken on the side streets or elsewhere 
seems to. be the most common way of deceit. 

Going to the house ofa friend to spend an evening and Ao going 
near there, is another. 

Meeting teachers at their homes to consult about school work is 
another bold excuse to get from the home at night. Getting home 
at eleven-thirty and even twelve and giving as a reason that the 
school social held very late, when school socials close promptly at 
ten-thirty, is still another subterfuge. These things lead to 
results for which the school is unjustly blamed. The public school 
does not pretend to guard its pupils after they have returned to 
their home from the school. They come then absolutely under 
parental care. 

It would be a good thing if some means could be devised by 
which the home and school could work together more closely in 
this matter. Personally I would welcome interviews from parents 
concerning the school work of their children and the way in which 
they spend their time out of school. There are too few parents 
who consult the teachers to whom they have entrusted their child- 
ren for five hours a day. A mutual benefit would result, lam sure, 
if parents and teachers would become more intimately acquainted. 


In closing this report I wish to pay tribute to the excellent corps 
of teachers connected with me in the High shool, all of whom 
have labored faithfully and conscientiously to make the work of 
their department efficient. 

To the members of the Board of Education and to yourself I wish 
to extend my appreciation of the hearty co-operation I have had 
in the management of the school.

The building of the sewers in Cambridge St., and Fourth Ave.,en 
tailed large expenditure of money owing to the ditch being in 


ledge. 
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The sewer from Third street to the river was built to relieve the 
main sewer running from Berlin Mills to the Narrows; that is to 
say we tapped the main sewer at Third street thus taking off more 
than one-half the quantity of sewerage that formerly ran the entire 
length of Main street from Berlin Mills store to the Narrows. 

The sewer built in Church street is a combined surface and house 
drain and will intercept surface water that formerly ran on to High 
street. : 

The sewer at upper end of Main street, Berlin Mills village, was a 
rather expensive undertaking as the sewer was for the most of the 
way below the surface of the river. 

Fifty-six house connections were made. 


Recommendations. 


I would recommend that a surface drain be built from Willard 
street, near the Berlin Mills branch of the Grand Trunk railroad to 
crossing and along the right of way of the Grand Trunk to Dead 
river and also a surface drain from the foot of School street along 
Mason, Cole, York and Pleasant streets to Dead river. 

The sewer system of our city is now reaching a point where it 
_ should receive constant attention in the way of maintenance and I 
would recommend the purchasing of a sewer flushing machine, the 
purpose of which is to keep the sewers clear, and thereby saving 
both in labor and annoyance caused by plugged sewers. 

Following orders were received from the City Council but sewers 
were not constructed owing to lack of funds: 


Second avenue Gilbert street to Grand Trunk railroad. 

Burgess street Stratford street to Merrimack street. 

Gorman street Goebel street to river. 

The sewer in Second avenue is rather a difficult proposition ow- 
ing to the existing grade of the street and the fact that the outlet 
will have to be built across private land to Dead river.

GENTLEMEN:—I herewith submit my report as Overseer of City 
Poor for the year ending Februa~y 15th, 1910, and in connectiom 
therewith I desire to state briefly the conditions existing as I find 
them. To some unacquainted with the work it may seem by the 
decrease shown in the expenditures since I took over the work 
again nearly two years ago, that pauperism has diminished in Ber- 
lin. But the facts are that there is a steady increase from year to 
year among the county charges, those that are not cared for by the 
city. One year ago there were twenty-one families, consisting of 
the mothers and over sixty children whose fathers had abanconed 
them, and left the city. I have succeeded in reducing the number 
of families down to six, and could I get trace of these, I would have 
them before the court at once. But in most every instance they 
get into Canada and we loose them. I can offer no particular ex- 
‘planation for the cause of this more than the continued increase in 
the cost of living, the high prices for necessities, and the large 
families of children that our poor have, men get discouraged and, 
in a cowardly way, leave them, knowing that the city or county 
will support them. This may seem strange in a city where work is. 
plenty, but it is nevertheless true,and is the main contributing cause 
of pauperism in Berlin. A year ago! asked fer an appropriation 
for city poor of $1,500.00. I have expended only $774.37, leaving a 
balance unexpended of $725.63. I feel certain that for the coming 
year $1,000.00 will be sufficient if handled in proper manner and 
would recommend that amount. I think this account is entitled to, 
a credit of the revenue from the rental of the Couture house, if any 
thing is turned into the treasury over the cost of maintairing the 
property, as all the bills for the support of Mrs. Francois Couture 
have be2n paid from the City Poor account, and she deeded the 
property to the city several years ago at my suggestion, so that the 
income might be applied to her support. | would recommend that 
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‘this be done the coming year. Ihave no further particular recom- 
mendations to make. A comparison made with reports of other 
‘cities and towns in the state will convince any one, I think, that 
the work here has been done economically and with a knowledge 
of conditions and the pauper laws. Inthe year 1908 the expendi- 
itures ran over $2,500.00 and in September of that year I was asked 
to take up the work again and straighten it out. This I have done 
to my own satisfaction and I trust, to the city’s, and feel assured 
that the amount I have recommended to be appropriated, $1,000.00, 
will be sufficient for the coming year, if expended 1n a careful man- 
ner. I desire to thank all city officials for their courtesy to me ane 
for assistance rendered.

City Solicitor’s Report. 


BERLIN, N, H., February 15. 1910. 

To His Honor, the Mayor, and City Council of the City of Berlin: 

Herewith I beg to submit my report as City Solicitor of the City 
of Berlin, for the year ending February 15, 1910. 

On April 1, 1909, the following persons had suits pending against 
the City of Berlin: 

Evan Johnson, Emily C. Paine, Joseph Cloutier, Anna Lessard, 
Lawson C. Beattie, Frank X. McHale, Llewelyn Morse, Simon 
Stahl and H. E. Stahl, Cyril Brooks, Albine E. Wilson and David 
Guay. 

The cases of Joseph Cloutier, Anna Lessard, Lawson C. Beattie 
and Frank X. McHaie were actions instituted to recover damages 
alleged to have been sustained by the overflow of surface water. 
These cases are in order for a trial at the next term of the superior 
court. 

. The action of Lawson C. Beattie was tried at the December term 
of the superior court, he!d in this city, and a verdict was returned 
by the jury in favor of the plaintiff for ninety ($90.00) dollars. 

The action of Llewelyn Morse, which was one instituted for the 
purpose of recovering damages to a horse, sleigh and harness, 
alleged to have been caused by a defective highway, unon advice 
of the city council, was settled for the sum of fifty ($50.00) dollars. 

The action of Emily C. Paine, is a continuation of the litigation 
over the highway crossing Cates hill, which matter has been beforé 
the mayor aud city council at various times; this case is still 
pending. 

The cases of David Guay and Cyril Brooks are actions in trespass 
against the city, wherein the plaintiffs allege that the defendant 
has converted to its use for street purposes certain land belonging 
to them. These cases are pending and are in order for a hearing 
at the next term of the superior court. 

The cases of Simon Stahl and H. E. Stahl, is an appeal from the 
assessment of taxes. 
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The case of Albine E. Wilson is one instituted for the purpose of 
recovering damages for personal injuries sustained by her by slip- 
ping on ice which accumulated around the building of the Berlin 
National Bank, at the time of the fire which destroyed that build- 
ing. The city denies liability, and I have served notice upon the 
bank to come into court and defend the action. 

The city is plaintiff in the case against Joseph Guay and Ella M. 
Beattie, the same having been instituted for the purpose of recov- 
ering taxes assessed upon their property, and alleged to have been 
illegally abated by the assessors for the year nineteen hundred and 
seven: and is also plaintiff in the action Saag the Grand Trunk 
Railway system. 

During the past year the following persons have insticaree suits 
against the city: 

Joseph Guay, William H. Paine, James L. Beattie and John T. 
Quinn. 

The actions of Joseph Guay, William H. Paine and James L. 
Beattie were instituted for the purpose of recovering the sum of 
three hundred and seventy-five ($375.00) dollars each, being the 
balance which they claim is due for services as assessors for the 
year nineteen handred and seven I have filed a demurrer in each 
case and a hearing is in order upon the same. 

The action of John T. Quinn, is one instituted for the purpose of 
recovering damaages alleged to have been sustained by the over- 
flow of surface water. This action is also in order for trial at the 
next term of the superior court. ; 

And in addition to the above litigation, considerable attention 
has been given to the preparation and trial of cases in the police 
court, matters submitted to me by the mayor and city council, and 
various officials of the city, and Other work incidental to this 
office.
